I Vulcan Audience Delighted With In¬ 
spirational Talk; Dr. Oliver 
Describes Church Work 

Members and adherents of the Un¬ 
ited Church recently were privileged 
to hear Rev. E. H. Oliver, Ph.D., D.D. 
former Moderator of the General 
Council and Principal of St. Andrews 
College, .8351(81000. The church was 
comfortably filled and all thoroughly 
enjoyed the inspirational talk by this 
great church worker. 

The message, entitled “Building 
Highways,” was delivered in a direct 
friendly style that made the audience 
attentive listeners. Dr. Oliver traced 
the course of the church’s history 
since the beginning of Christendom 
ir a clear word picture. The 
church’s task in the world was con¬ 
tinually that of building a highway 
for a New Day, characteristically 
described in the New Testament as 
the Kingdom of God. From earliest 
Bible times, too, men were faced with 
the outstanding alternatives, the way 
of safety first, or self regard, as 
shown in the building of thd Tower 
of Babel, or the way of self-sacrifice 
which was represented by the erec¬ 
tion of the altar, and supremely set 
forth in the Cross by Him who claim 
ed to be the Way, the Truth and the 
Light. 

Into this setting of the church’s 
history the former moderator wove 
the .romantic and stirring tale of the 
work of the United Church in its task 
of building the highway of God 
throughout Canada. The speaker was 
in a rrtniniscent mood, recalling his 
contacts with those who were carry¬ 
ing on the very difficult task in the 
church both in the east as well as in 
the west during his term as modera¬ 
tor. Dr. Oliver closed with an appeal 
to his hearers to enter into the priv¬ 
ilege of co-partnership with the 
church throughout Canada in build¬ 
ing for the New Day.

There 
is no other way out. These are ohrfashioned doctrines— 
they are new-fangled doctrines for many. They are the 
eternal verities. 

It 
must come in business; in the yardstick, in th’q gallon can 
in the bushel measure, in the berry box, in the weights 
and measures, in the label, in the stuff in the car, in the 
sales talk, in the speedometer, in the advertisement, in 
the box office, at th£ cashier’s window, in the swivel chair 

There is one immutable law—honesty, then prosperity. 

We talk of goods—but have we goodness? 

This is the real recovery.

DEMANDS PUBLIC ECONOMY 


Any resolutions from the Canadian Chamber of Com¬ 
merce reflect the opinion of a balanced and well-informed 
body of Canadian citizens. 

frr*the recent session, the greatest emphasis was laid 
on the necessity for reducing government expenses. [This 
specified Federal and Provincial governments particular¬ 
ly. In order to arrive at some constructive opinion on 
how economies are to be effected, the Chamlrej- voted to 
appropriate $10,000 to finance a small committee to pros¬ 
ecute actively the work of promoting administrative 
economies. 

Utmost economy in order to reduce taxation seems to 
be the belief of the commerce leaders, before substantial 
recovery can be made, —— 

Boards of trade throughout the country are urged to 
refrain from petitioning governments for expenditure of 
public funds, except i,n case of undertakings that would 
be self-supporting, were absolutely necessary to effect 
economies in operation, or in the public interest in the 
development of national or other public natural resources. 

This district in appealing to the government f<y the 
Hartell-High River road, has been at times stricken with 
guilt at Asking government expenditure. It is quite true 
that as communities, we at one time berate our govern^ 
ments for not reducing expenditure, "and in the n&xt 
breath present an urgent request, for further spending. - 

However, the local pressure for the road has been jus¬ 
tified on the ground that it would effect economy in oper¬ 
ation to fuel users of Southern Alberta. If the estimate 
of 7000 gallons per day passing through High River be 
approximately correct, it is not difficult to figure the re¬ 
turns to the government from the gax tax, contributed by 
people who would be directly benefitted by the saving of 
62 miles in hauling. The road would also open up a po¬ 
tential market to the town, and this market is more val¬ 
uable and necessary today than ever before in town his¬ 
tory. In fact this district will possibly have difficulty in 
weathering through the winter with its financial standing 
unimpaired. 

The road, if it could have been built, would have paid 
for itself in indirect ways at least, before any" great 
while. However, it is not to be, for some time at any 
rate, and no one will dispute that “generally speaking” 
the Chamber of Commerce does wisely in urging that 
governments be not asked for large expenditures. 


A WORD FOR WINTER WHEAT 


A great deal of the Southern Alberta foothill country 
was caught by frost and drought this year. Spring wheat 
and oats were in most cases caught just at the time 
when they were blighted and no grain was saved. Wo 
are quite sure that in the foothill countryi taking one 
year with another, the stockman who wants good grain 
feed can grow it with more surety by (planting winter 
wheat than with any other crop. There was plenty of 
moisture in the foothills to grow and ripen a crop of win¬ 
ter wheat this year, and it would have been advanced far 
enough by July 18, when the hard frost hit, to have made 
a threshed grain crop. In most cases the spring wheat 
was caught and there was nothing in the heads but chaff. 

The Claresholm district was the first point in Albert t to 
ship a million bushels of wheat. Most of that was winter 
wheat. Over a .period of 20 years winter wheat will 
outyield spring wheat three to five bushels to the acre if 
it is sown On properly prepared land and sown at the 
right time of year—from Sept. 1 to Sept. 10. We can 
see no reason why foothills farmers and ranchers 
shouldn’t rfdd a fair acreage of winter wheat to their 
cropped acreage in order to take advantage? of the assur¬ 
ance it gives of a supply of grain for the farm or ranch 
livestock. Surely our early experience in winter wheat 
raising should teach us that, in districts which are sub¬ 
ject to early frosts, winter wheat is a much more reliable 
grain crop than spring wheat or oats.—Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald. 


SECRECY OF INCOMES 


It has been asserted that Canada’s policy in withhold¬ 
ing details of income from the public, and even from the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, is wise and right. This 
is in contrast to the United States’ policy in which the 
incomes of individuals may at any time be made public. 
It is argued that income is a man’s private business and 
should remain so. 

It is difficult to see the justification for this. Other sta¬ 
tistics bearing on agricultural and other production are 
freely Circulated. The small incomes are not news, being 
very common indeed. But it would seem 'that any income 
in excess of $106,000, or even $50,000 annually begins to 
take on a certain amount of public interest. It is a ques¬ 
tion whether any man, no matter "what his responsibilities 
or his hours of labor can earn it, then it comes from in¬ 
vestments. What are these investments that pay so rich¬ 
ly for mere possession? Who are making these returns 
possible ? 

At the present time, nothing is so important from the 
individual standpoint as money. In most cases, the need 
of it and lack of it is an ever-abiding worry. It is well 
known that the mass of Canadians working in any of the 
various industries, are working at reduced pay, and in 
most instances for meagre pay. Canadian incomes as a 
rule are smaller than for many years. If a Canadian 
citizen has possessions that bring him $100,000 annually 
it seems to be a matter in which the public has some in¬ 
terest. The money comes out of some type of Canadian 
industry. But judging from the financial condition of the 
overwhelming majority of Canadians, no industry is pro¬ 
ducing more than a living wage. 

This secrecy which surrounds the larger incomes of 
Canada seems scarcely justifiable, in view of the fierce 
white light that is turned on the affairs of the lesser peo¬ 
ple. It is hard to get away from the belief that big in¬ 
comes are being contributed by the work-worn little peo¬ 
ple. If not, it would be well to have that belief corrected.

GOOD HORSES 


Time and again, the message is brought to this district 
that the Eastern market for Western horses could be ex¬ 
panded greatly, if the Western horses were better finish 
ed. There is a fairly steady output of horses from this 
district, and the time is at hand when the Agricultural 
Society will be considering the question of the annual sale 

A recent visitor from the East, said: “If the Western 
horse-breeder would realize that the value of a hoCse is 
doubled at least, by good handling, he would take more 
time.” In other Words, a good horseman can take an av¬ 
erage sound horse, and create a demand for him by good 
training. 

It is in the coming months that the horses' of the dis¬ 
trict will be broken and gentled, and this training will de 
termine the acceptibility of the animal from the Eastern 
standpoint. 

News from the East indicates that times are improving 
slightly down there, and the demand for good work hor¬ 
ses is quite active. This presents an opportunity for the 
West to add to its all too meagre revenue. 

A half-broken horses does not command sufficient price 
to justify feeding, and added to that antagonizes buyers 
looking for material that can be disposed of as trust¬ 
worthy. 

It is said that good horses will command good prices 
for the spring' "trade. A horse becomes good largely 
through education.

equal rights to live reasonably well, that do not cater to 
the financial barons who are the real dictators and rulers 
of this country, has something new and worthwhile.

In spite of the large acreage, the third largest in his¬ 
tory, and despite excellent prospect early in the season, 
the wheat crop in Western Canada is officially estimated 
at 261 million bushels and the total wheat crop ofr the 
courttry will amount to only 283 million bushels. In view 
of the carryover from last year’s crop, 212 million bush¬ 
els, and domestic requirements of 120 million bushels, the 
amount potentially available /or export is 375 million 
bushels. Before the wheat agreement was reached, 
Broomhall had estimated Canada's probable exports at 
192 million bushels. Should the present crop estimate be 
confirmed and should wheat exports come up to these e 
pectations, the carryover at the end of the year will 
reduced to. about 175 million bushels. 
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INTEREST 


Every city clerk stands aghast at the price his munici¬ 
pality. has to pay in interest over, say, a generation. 
When a city issues debentures, before the sinking fund 
takes hold and wipes the issue out eventually the sum 
paid in interest seems out of all reason. That is why 
there is such a public demand in poor times that interest 
5s lowered, even halved, if jt could be done without going 
hack on honorable obligations. C. C. F. leaders would 
irather up all the indebtedness in Canada and make the 
average of five per cent to two and a half. Marx question 
ed the validity of a certain sum being allowed interest at 
all after a certain period, say the time when it had earned 
its own size. Perhaps he went further and considered that 
the principal should be wiped out altogether, at that tinje. 

We live in distressing times when men’s views are go¬ 
ing through a revolutionary change. Interest agreed up¬ 
on in good years becomes impossible to pay in bad. One 
cannot help contemplating whither we are tending.—

Local Public Health Service Secure* 
Co-operation to X-ray Suspected 
Cases 

- - • 

One branch, of the public health 
service of the Okotoks-High River 
Health Unit, lies in the field of tu¬ 
berculosis prevention, and suspected 
cases which might otherwise have 
gone undetected till too late, have 
been noted. Through the work of 
the Unit, X ray photographs have 
been taken of the -suspects. 

This work has been done in recent 
months. The assistance of Dr. Bak¬ 
er of the Central Alberta Sanator¬ 
ium, Calgary, was secured and as¬ 
sisted by another chest specialist 
and an X-ray technician, he spent 
two days in High River. Local med¬ 
ical men were notified in order that 
they might send any patients whom 
they suspected of being tubercular. 
The X-ray work was done at the 
High River Municipal Hospital and 
the cost of X-ray plates was defray¬ 
ed by the local Rotary Club. 

Altogether 63 persons of the 
Health Unit area were examined; 48 
X-ray plates were used. Of the 63 
examined, 15 had positive or suspect¬ 
ed tuberculosis; 12 had some other 
disease of the chest or respiratory 
tract, and 6 had some other defect. 

The 15, above mentioned consisted 
of two new cases diagnosed “tuber¬ 
culosis,” three old cases examined to 
determine progress, and ten cases 
showing signs of early tuberculosis, 
but on whom ; a positive diagnosis 
could not be made.. The latter will 
of course have further examinations 
and proper treatment instituted. 

Value of Clinic 

This brings to the appreciation of 
the public very emphatically the val¬ 
ue of the work of the Health -Unit. 
Five or ten cases of tuberculosis 
were discovered and verified at a 
time when treatment is most success 
ful. Except for the service of th^i 
clinic, these cases probably would 
not have been discovered in time, 
and the final result would have been 
either loss of life, or a .long battle 
for health involving very heavy ex¬ 
pense. 

Again, all suspects were given the 
examination at no cost to themselves 
yet ordinarily, an examination would 
have cost upward of ten dollars. 

This is only one outstanding in¬ 
stance of the value of having a Full 
Time Health service in constant 
watch throughout the district. 

The cost of X-ray plates, taken 
care of by the High River Rotary, 
was carried through money raised by 
the sale of tuberculosis Christmas 
seals. This is the practical result, 
'from the annual sale of seals, a 
thought which should be borne in 
mind by the public, ■> -» 

In connection with the X-ray ex¬ 
aminations at the High River Hos¬ 
pital, Miss Powell and her nursing 
staff gave much appreciated help in 
receiving the patients sent to the 
hospital to be X-rayed. This, in 
spite of the fact that many of the 
cases were not residents of the hos¬ 
pital district, but came from all 
parts of the health district. 

According to vital statistics re¬ 
ports, tuberculosis is a grave nation¬ 
al problem, presenting serious fea¬ 
tures in Alberta as elsewhere. In too 
many instances, the disease is detect 
ed too late, which presents the great¬ 
est argument for early diagnosis and 
treatment.

The Federal Trade Commission at 
Washington is asking data on salar¬ 
ies paid high executives and direc¬ 
tors of companies. 

One ruling of the Board, is that no 
public money be loaned to railroads 
whose executives are receiving 
$100,000 and over per year. Life in¬ 
surance heads are now paid striking¬ 
ly large salaries, running to $135,000 
per year. 

Wiggin, the former chairman of 
the Chase National Bank received 
or.e and a half million in salary "in 
the last five years and got an annual 
$100,000 in pension after retirement. 

Bethlehem Steel was brought into 
the open in 1931 when stockholders 
charged that the president, Eugene 
Grace got over $1,000,000 a year for 
a five year period. 

Hollywood 

According to existing contracts 
Hollywood stars will retain their 
high salaries, but they are uneasy. 
The following gives an idea of the 
salaries paid. Greta Garbo tops the 
list with $200,000 a picture, but that 
means over ten million admissions 
before the outlay is paid of. Stars 
like Harold Lloyd, Douglas Fair¬ 
banks and Charlie Chaplin operate 
their own productions, and make 
huge profits.

Shipments of wheat and other 
grains from the Lethbridge railway 
division have fallen off considerably 
since the first of October when dan¬ 
ger of line elevators becoming clogg¬ 
ed, subsided.

Little 
grain is being marketed at the pres¬ 
ent time. At the present time there 
are 11,235,000 bushels of wheat and 
7,375,000 bushels of other grains in 
store in elevators on the division. 

As an indication that Southern Al¬ 
berta is standing up as well as the 
North, the Alberta Telephone figures 
for.

DOUGLAS SYSTEM SOCIAL CREDTi 

Second of a Series Written by Vulcan Douglas Supporters 


The first fundamental proposition 
on which Major Douglas has based 
his analysis of present conditions is 
as stated, in last week’s issue, “That 
financial credit pretends to be, but is 
not, a true reflection of real credit. 

There will be no doubt in anyone’s 
mind, that industry is capable of pro 
during anything that may be requir¬ 
ed, in abundance. Food, clothing, 
coal, electrjpity—everything in fact 
that man needs, both as of necessity 
and for his comfort, can be provided 
possibly far beyond man’s capacity 
to consume and yet we, find today 
that millions of people all over the 
world are existing on the very barest 
necessities, while at the same time, 
wheat is being burned, wheat acreage 
curtailed, coffee dumped into the oc¬ 
ean, cotton crops plowed under, cat¬ 
tle destroyed in Argentine, sheep 
slaughtered in New Zealand. Factor¬ 
ies rusting in idleness. It is evident 
therefore that it is not' the inability 
of industry, agricultural or manufac¬ 
turing, to provide or the lack of need 
among consumers that is at fault. 
Men have created the means of pro¬ 
ducing in abundance, ! but have been 
unable to devise a way to use what 
they produce. The problem of produc 
tion has been" solved but not that of 
consumption, and the reason is quite 
obviously that the people haw ,not 
the money tokens to purchase * the 
goods they need. 

Truly then our money system does 
not really reflect the capacity of in¬ 
dustry to produce what man needs, 
when the medium of exchange— 
money—is lacking. Now money is 
of two kinds. Wte have metal coins, 
Hank and Dominion notes, which 
might be referred to as currency— 
and we have Bank Money—Credits— 
created by the Banks out of nothing 
—and which form by far the greatest 
portion of the deposits. It may be 
as well here to explain to those cri¬ 
tics who have tried to discredit Doug 
las’ proposals with the argument that 
credit has been the curse of the coun 
try, that 90 per cent, at least of the 
world’s business is done through 
Bank Credit and it ia the deliberate 
intention of banks that this should 
be so. Insofar as the criticism ap¬ 
plies to the present Financial Credit 
system is concerned therefore the 
Douglas advocates are in hearty 
agreement. 

Money, represented by currency is 
merely the small change of the 
Banking System and the Banks con¬ 
trive that there shall be always a 
shortage of currency. 

Now since the Banks ~ do control 
such an enormous amount of the 
world’s business, and as we have 
shown—it is the lack of money tok¬ 
ens that hinders industry from .pro¬ 
ducing and the" consumer, consuming, 
it follows naturally that something 
in our financial system is the stumb¬ 
ling block. 

Our financial system is controlled 
by private monopoly and the inter¬ 
ests of finance are not necessarily 
the same as the interests of industry 
which is to supply the community 
with the goods it needs. If, a s one 
critic argued, Banks were truly the 
agents of the State or in other words 
of the people, there probably would 
not be any need for the Douglas Sys¬ 
tem. Unfortunately, however, Banks 
represent a small body of men, who 
control money—not in the interest of 
*.he people or of Governments—bu/ 
m their own—an International King 
of Financiers. Whatever else may 
be National—Finance is Internation- 
al. If proof of this “were needed we 
would point to the complete domina¬ 
tion of the Bank of England to Wall 
St. W. W-. Stewart, vice-president 
Case-Pomeray & Co., New York, ap¬ 
pointed economic adviser to Bank of 
England, later represented the Bank 
at a meeting of Super Bankers in
